“ W ith a crop little more than one 
t* nth of ours, Argentina possesses, a 
surplus which has a pri<.Mixing po­ 
tentiality equal to our ow n. This con­ 
dition will not improve ,>ut the range 
w ill widen and it would seem that In­ 
side of a few years Argentina will ac­ 
tually dominate the price of corn in 
this country as it is now doing. Land 
values and the higher plans of living 
in the central states will not admit of 
com pititlon iu the growing 
of oats 
and wneat. There must he some read­ 
justment of values or else a foreign 
market must he found, as an outlet 
for our crops. This will require ¡ vs 
tematic and continuous advertising to 
the end that loreign countries 
will 
leain that our corn contains 
more 
neuri Inner.t per pound and per cost 
than am other.”
